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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicants argument that the excellent hair 
cleansing effect taught by Janchitraponvej is not due to the presence of cationic polymer alone and instead is a because of a 
combination of cationic polymers, polyethyelenimine and acrylate/acylamide is not persuasive. Instant claim recites the phrase 
"comprising" which is open and allows for the presence of the other components of Janchitrponej. Besides, applicant have provided any 
data supporting their argument. With respect to the specific polymer of claim 51, applicants have not provided any criticality of a specific 
polymer and accordingly, one of an ordinary skilll in the art would have expected to obtain the same effect with any cationic polymers. 
With respect to the argument that instant invention is not directed to solving the problem of high foam and improved conditioning, it is 
examiner's position that the rationale to combine the components of prior art need not be the same as that of the instant because the 
claims are directed to a composition. Applicants arguments with respect to the teachings of Kumar and Cauwet have been considered 
and the rejection of claims 33-39, 42, 43, 63 and 67 as being obvious over Cauwet in view of Kumar has been withdrawn. . 
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
